WASHINGTON (HPB — Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower won strong 
support from Congress and the 
Western allies today for his 
willingness to attend a summer 
summit meeting that would 
seek to end the threat of war 
over Berlin.

cow—from diplomatic observ­ 
ers— was that Soviet Premier 
Nikita 
Khrushchev 
probably 
would welcome Eisenhower’s 
“ less negative” approach to a 
high-level conference. 
The President, in a grave­ 
voiced TV-radio report to the 
nation last night, said Russia 


has forced the United States 
to face the possibility of war 
and that he would make “ ev­ 
ery sincere effort” to reach a 
peaceful settlement by nego­ 
tiation.

A jury was being selected in 
Marin Superior Court today for 
(he murder trial of Prince Sam 
Davis, 34-year-old Marin City 
garbage man charged with the 
fatal shooting of his common­ 
law wife last Christmas Eve. 
Davis is accused of murder­ 
ing Viola Baker. 32, after a vio­ 
lent argument in their home at 
Building B-l, Apartment 535. 
Sheriff’s Inspector William 
Bradley said Davis apparently 
held their 9-month-old son in 
his right arm and shot his wife 
at close range. She died in­ 
stantly with bullets through 
the heart and left shoulder.

Hollis Urges Pay 
Cut For County 
School Employees 


A 3 per cent salary cut next 
year for 28 county school em­ 
ployees 
was 
proposed 
last 
night by County Supt. Virgil S. 
Hollis in the 1959-60 county 
schools budget. 


This cut, plus elimination of 
a part-time nurse, one general 
consultant and four-fifths of 
the time of a second consultant 
and one month of work by a 
third person, would save $25,- 
800 next year, estimated Dr 
Hollis. 
His proposed budget totals 


$342,415. compared to a bud­ 
get of $337,650 for the current 
year. 
The increased total was from 
increased audio-visual contract 
funds and state aid for library 
books, he said. 
One drop in income came in 
state payments for direct serv­ 
ices to school districts with av­ 
erage daily attendance of 900 
pupils or less. Dixie and Reed 
Union school districts no long­ 
er will get direct services from 
the county since they have 
passed the mark of 900 pupils. 


The county will thereby lose 
$12,618 next year. 
The county schools reserve 
fund this year dropped from 
$46,000 to $39,000 because an 
extra consultant was on the 
payroll and the expected con­ 
tracts for his services with lo­ 
cal school districts did not ma- 
i terialize, said Dr. Hollis.

Retreat In Face 
Of Red Threats 


WASHINGTON HTB — Presi- 
dent Eisenhower held the way 
open today for a summer sum­ 
mit meeting with Soviet Pre­ 
mier Nikita Khrushchev but 
stuck by his “ no retreat” stand 
on Berlin. 
The President, in a radio- 
television report to the nation 
last night, said the Soviets have 
forced the United States to 
face the possibility of war. 
He said he would make “ ev­ 
ery sincere effort” to achieve a 
peaceful Berlin s e t t l e m e n t 
through negotiation. However, 
he emphasized: 
“ We will not retreat one 
inch from our duty. We shall 
continue

right of peaceful passage to 
and from West Berlin,” 
Eisenhower's firm stand and 
willingness to negotiate at the 
summit got strong bipartisan 
support in Congress, but Dem­ 
ocrats questioned his defense 
policies. 
Both assistant Senate Demo­ 
cratic leader Mike Mansfield 
(Mont.) and Republican leader 
Everett Dirksen (111.) praised 
the President for his offer to 
negotiate with the Russians on 
honorable and r e a s o n a b l e 
terms.

Democrats made it clear they 
still doubt whether U.S. defens­ 
es are adequate despite Eisen-1 
hower's charge that such claims 
“ are simply not true.” 
The chief executive’s agree­ 
ment to a summit conference 
was qualified. He refused to 
accept Russia's original dead­ 
line of May 27 for the conver­ 
sion of West Berlin into a free 
city. He said, however, that 
the Soviet note of March 2 
pointed toward “ negotiation on 
an improved basis.”

WASHINGTON (UPG — Any 
y ear now we (or more lik ely 
the Ru ssians) will be shooting 
a space man 221,000 miles u p 
to the moon. Yet we hav en’t 
gotten arou nd to send ing any ­ 
bod y sev en miles d own into 
the d eepest hole in the ocean. 
And we d on’t seem in any hu r­ 
ry to d o it. 
Man has been sailing since 
Noah. Yet here were some of 
ou r top sailors ad m itting to a 
Hou se M erchant M arine su b­ 
com m ittee they k now “v ery 
little” abou t the seas t ha t 
cov er two-third s of ou r earth. 


SUBCOMMITTEE m em bers 
were shock ed at the news, and 
not too hopefu l on what they 
cou ld d o abou t it. 
“You can get billions of d ol­ 
lars to ex plore ou ter space,” 
moaned chairm an George P. 
Miller (D-Calif.). “Bu t we’ll 
hav e a hard tim e getting m il­ 
lions to ex plore ou r ow n 
oceans.” 
W hat prom pted M i l l e r ’ s 
peering into the d epths was 
a recent w arning from the Na­ 
tional Acad emy of Sciences. 
The scientists said with mis­ 
sile su bs and the lik e the seas 
now are m ore cru cial than 
space in safegu ard ing ou r 
cou ntry . National su rv iv al may 
hinge on what we d on’t k now 
abou t ou r oceans, they said . 


WE ARE BETTER acq u aint­ 
ed with the su rface of the 
moon than with the d epths of 
ou r seas, the scientists said . 
Thou gh we can d irect satel­ 
lites into orbit arou nd the su n, 
we still can’t nav igate su b­ 


m arines u nd er w ater with cer­ 
tain k nowled ge ju st w he r e 
they are. Nor can we cou nt on 
spotting an enem y ’s su bs. 
Vice Ad m. A. C. Richmond , 
com m and ant of the 
C oa s t 
G u ard ,-and C. R. Denison, re­ 
search chief for the Mari­ 
tim e A d m inistration, confirm ­ 
ed the worst of w'hat the sci­ 
entists said . 
“We k now v ery little abou t 
the sea,” Richmond told the 
su bcom m ittee. “W hat we d o 
k now is most su perficial.” 
“We m u st d epend for basic 
research on other agencies,” 
said Denison “And when we 
go to them for inform ation, 
often it isn’t there.” 


MILLER HINTED d a r k l y 
that 
the 
Ru ssians, 
alread y 
boasting a lead in space, may 
also be pu lling ahead u nd er 
the sea. He prod u ced , from 
the Library of Congress, six 
v olu mes on ocean research 
which he said were pu blished 
in Ru ssia in the past half 
d ozen y ears. 
All were in Ru ssian. He d id ­ 
n’t k now what they said . 
•Miller is a m em ber also of 
the hou se space committee, 
which has been d rawing good 
crowd s to its hearings in the 
big hou se cau cu s room. The 
m erchant m arine su bcommit­ 
tee met in the sm allest hear­ 
ing room in the hou se office 
bu ild ing. Bu t it was no prob­ 
lem at all getting a seat. 
“Shooting off into space is 
ex citing,” said Miller, sad ly . 
“Nobod y seems to care mu ch 
abou t what they can’t see u n­ 
d er the ocean.”

Handicapped Children; Grab It 


when he was old enou gh, bu t 
w'ere su rprised to learn the 
age of licensing a pu ppy is 
three months instead of six 
m onths as had been ou r ex ­ 
perience elsewhere. 
Howev er, we had r a b i e s 
shot for the pu ppy and went 
to the Cou nty Cou rt Hou se 
for the license. And there, 
Sir, is where y ou get a lesson 
in how the “shak e d own” art­ 
ists work . W hat a rack et! 
We plu nk ed ou t $3 for the 
license, and then learned that 
come Ju ly I we will be “priv il­ 
eged ” to plu nk ou t another $3 
since the license ex pired Ju ne 
30. It seems strange to u s that 
they waited u ntil a cou ple of 
m onths before the end of 
their fiscal y ear to post their 
notices and m ak e their d oor 
to d oor calls. At any rate, we 
pay $1 per m onth tribu te for 
the nex t three m onths to sav e 
ou rselv es $300 fine. 
To fu rther raise my ire, not 
one word was said , nor any 
literatu re passed ou t abou t re ­ 
sponsibility of the d og owner 
to k eep their d og confined .

Bu t 
since the cou nty is so eager 
to collect tribu te, may I su g­ 
gest they now assu me their 
responsibility in enforcing the 
laws in regard s the pack s of 
d ogs that ov er-ru n the cou nty . 
I fu rther su ggest that there 
may be a few less ru nning 
wild since my v isit to the 
cou rt hou se, for I hav e not 
nor will I be silent, and there 
are many who hav e tak en my 
ex perience as warning, and 
they will k eep their d ogs u n­ 
d er cov er u ntil the fiscal y ear 
begins, and will not su bject 
them selv es to the gou ging I 
took .

night a week for six week s to 
Marin stu d ents of high school 
ago. Sponsoring agency was 
the United Cerebral Palsy af­ 
filiate in Marin. 
Directors 
of 
the 
agency 
frank ly ex pected a m ere hand ­ 
fu l wou ld v olu nteer for the in­ 
stru ction. They were all wrong 
The response far ex ceed ed 
their fond est ex pectations. 
Sev enty 
high school _ stu ­ 
d ents inq u ired a b ou t t he 
cou rse and 4 8 actu ally enroll­ 
ed . This was too many for one 
class, so it was split u p — 
Mond ay nights at San Rafael 
High and Tu esd ay nights at 
Tam alpais High in Mill Valley . 


THE USUAL ex perience at 
su ch classes is for the nu m ber 
of stu d ents to d wind le grad u ­ 
ally to a d ed icated few. Bu t 
this tim e, lo and behold , the 
situ ation was rev ersed . The 
cou rse, which end s tomorrow', 
now has an enrollm ent of 5 7 . 
So enthu siastic are the teen­ 
aged enrollees, they now want 
their high schools to start fu ll 
sem ester cou rses in the care 
of hand icapped y ou ngsters. 
“Many feel this has giv en 
them a springboard for work 
later on,” said Robert E. Fos­ 
ter of Mill Valley , the instru c­ 
tor. “They really w'ant to help 
these u nfortu nate child ren.” 
The cou rse has cov ered the 
care of not only cerebral palsy 
v ictims, bu t also the d eaf, 
blind , crippled and m entally 
retard ed . 


FIRST FRUITS of the in­ 
stru ction will be felt by the 
parents of y ou ngsters su ffer­ 
ing from these afflictions. Fos­ 
te r said they hav e great d if­ 
ficu lty obtaining baby sitters. 
They ’ll hav e less trou ble 
from now on, for stu d ents 
com pleting the special cou rse 
will form the nu cleu s of an 
ex pert 
baby sitting 
serv ice. 
The stu d ents’ names will be 
fu rnished to all agencies serv ­ 
ing the need s of hand icapped 
child ren. 


Foster said Dr. Malv ern S. 
Dorinson of Ross, consu ltant 
to U nited C erebral Palsy affil­ 
iates throu ghou t t h e B a y 
Area, is so pleased abou t the 
Marin cou rse he wants to hav e 
one started in San Francisco.

At a tim e when teen-agers 
as a grou p are tak ing their 
lu mps for the few who com­ 
mit acts of d elinq u ency , it is 
heartening to find 5 7 M arin 
y ou ngsters d ed icated to help­ 
ing k id s less fortu nate than 
themselv es.

Codes, Forged Papers 


Abound In Frankfort

FRANKFURT, Germany OJPD 
— The w riter of spy thrillers 
cou ld hav e a field d ay here. 
Cod ed 
names, 
telephone 
calls from u ntraceable pu blic 
booths, forged d ocu ments — 
They ’re almost a part of d aily 
life here on the fringe of the 
Iron Cu rtain where the Com­ 
m u nists pay for inform ation 
abou t w estern d efenses. 
Some of these cases, when 
the spies are cau ght, f i nd 
their way on to cou rt record s. 
Ed Belier is the U ni t e d 
Press International ed itor in 
Frank fu rt. As with any news­ 
man here, part of his job is 
to ru n these stories d own and 
to report them when they can 
be told withou t inv olv ing west­ 
ern secu rity . 
He was rem em bering a few 
the other night. 


SINCE LAST October, Ger­ 
man cou nter-intelligence has 
arrested d ozens of persons on 
charges of “treasonable ties to 
a foreign pow'er.” 


Most of them inv olv e north­ 
ern d efenses along the stra­ 
tegic Baltic Sea w here Ru s­ 
sian su bm arines abou nd and 
in an area especially sensitiv e 
to the Ru ssians becau se of 
their work on rock etry . 


Last October, intelligence 
pick ed u p a pilot in the Ger­ 
man Nav al Air Force. He had 
been lead er of a sq u ad ron of 
what is reported to be NATO’s 
most 
v ersatile 
anti-su b 
d e­ 
fenses — the tu rbo-prop “Gan­ 
net” planes pack ed with se­ 
cret electronic eq u ipm ent. 


IN DECEMBER, intelligence 
pick ed u p the ed itor of an in­ 
formation serv ice. He su pplied 
a popu lar serv ice on Com- 
mu nist-block nav ies, bu t the 
intelligence serv ice said that 
was only a front for espionage 
against the West. 
In Janu ary , they pick ed up 


a priv ate pilot, his wife and 
a photographer. 
T he y ha d

And Stay Rebels Until Age 5 Or $ 


Most of our 3-year-olds are 
rebels. They drive us wild. But 
underneath their naughtiness 
they’re learning some very im­ 
portant 
lessons. 
They 
need 
careful treatment. 
Up through the toddler stage 
they tried to be good. Some­ 
times they were bad, but they 
didn’t intend to be. They want­ 
ed to obey. They were nice to 
our visitors and generous to 
others. Remember? Then over­ 
night they changed. Suddenly 
they started doing the things 
w e’d taught them not to do. 
They found our weak spots and 
bore down. A rude awakening, 
wasn’t it? 
Their naughtiness will last. 
They won’t get over it in a 
month or two. They may stay 
naughty until tfrey’re 5 or 6 
I don’t mean that they are bad 
every minute of the day. But 
they do rebel frequently. They 
embarrass us. We can’t count 
on their being good. 
What are they learning while 
they rebel? They’re learning 
what is right and what is wrong. 
They’re learning to tell good 
from bad. They’re learning to 


be self-directing, independent 
human beings. The lessons are 
very important for they create 
conscience. By the time your 
child 
leaves this 
period 
his 
conscience will be formed. 
What can you do? Be consist­ 
ent. Explain repeatedly what 
is right and what is wrong. Love 
him and guide him. Use punish­ 
ment if necessary'. But make 
sure it is the mildest punish­ 
ment that will do the trick. 
Save corporal punishment for 
his 
few' 
most dangerous of­ 
fenses. Be sure he feels your 
lasting, 
warm 
support. 
He 
needs it especially while he’s 
fighting you. The lessons he’s 
learning don’t come easily.

Hollis Urges Pay 
Cut For County 
School Employees 


A 3 p e r cent salary cut next 
year for 28 county school em ­ 
ployees 
was 
proposed 
last 
night by County Supt. Virgil S. 
Hollis in the 1959-60 county 
schools budget. 


This cut, plus elimination of 
a part-tim e nurse, one general 
consultant and four-fifths of 
the tim e of a second consultant 
and one month of work by a 
third person, would save $25,- 
800 next year, estimated Dr 
Hollis. 
His proposed budget totals 


$342,415, compared to a bud­ 
get of $337,650 for the current 
year. 
The increased total was from 
increased audio-visual contract 
funds and state aid for library 
books, he said. 
One drop in income came in 
state payments for direct serv­ 
ices to school districts with av­ 
erage daily attendance of 900 
pupils or less. Dixie and Reed 
Union school districts no long­ 
er will get direct services from 
the county since they have 
passed the mark of 900 pupils. 


The county will thereby lose 
$12,618 next year. 
The county schools reserve 
fund this year dropped from 
$46,000 to $39,000 because an 
extra consultant was on the 
payroll and the expected con­ 
tracts for his services with lo­ 
cal school districts did not ma­ 
terialize, said Dr. Hollis. 
A special meeting to discuss 
the proposed budget was sched­ 
uled for March 30 at 8 p.m. at 
the office of the county super­ 
intendent, 317 Fourth street, 
San Rafael.

Classes For Deaf 


The recently mobilized Mar­ 
in County Parents of Hearing 
Handicapped Children turned 
out en masse (36 strong) for 
last night’s meeting of the 
Marin County Board of Educa­ 
tion to make two demands. 
With Capt. William Schone- 
wald of Hamilton Air Force 
Base as spokesman, they asked 
for: 
1. Division of the present 
class of deaf children at Mar- 
indale School into primary, in­ 
term ediate and upper grades 
instead of having youngsters 
from ages 3 to 14 in a single 
class. 
2. Change by September the 
location of the deaf class from 
Marindale School where class­ 
es of orthopedically handicap­ 
ped children are taught to a 
classroom in a school of nor­ 
mal children. 
Supt. Virgil S. Hollis said the 
proposed county school budget 
provides for a second teacher 


for the deaf children, enabling 
the two teachers to divide the 
.10 youngsters in the deaf class 
between them. 


He said there were no pres­ 
ent plans to move the location 
of the class this September, 
but that when a survey of 
hearing handicapped children 
throughout 
the 
county 
has 
been completed there is a pos­ 
sibility of getting state aid for 
classrooms to 
house special 
classes in the Dixie, San Jose 
or Novato Unified School Dis­ 
tricts.

In addition, Waldie complain­ 
ed that Francis’ bill would give 
police officers a blank author­ 
ity to arrest any teen-ager out 
after 10 p.m.

Unique Piers 
To Be Built 
4 
In Marin 


A 
unique 
pier 
assembly 
which resembles a “ floating 
sidewalk” has been recently 
introduced in Northern Cali­ 
fornia by the Unicrete Cor­ 
poration.* 
The “ Unifloat” is construct­ 
ed entirely of cast Haydite con­ 
crete 
over 
galvanized 
steel 
mesh according to U.S. Naval 
specifications. By the use of 
this lightweight aggregate the 
cement floats have increased 
durability and at 
the same 
time are lighter than usual 
concrete. Special ingredients 
make the concrete impervious 
to destructive marine life as 
well as to water absorption. 
Marinas will take on a new 
look with the sidewalk-type 
floats which may be assembled 
domino fashion into any length 
or width pier wifh finger piers 
extending in 
any 
direction. 
Galvanized bolts connect the 
units into a continuous smooth 
surface. Treated wooden tie- 
rails finish off the sides of the 
pier. 
Safety factors of the “ Uni­ 
float” include a non-skid fin­ 
ish preventing slipping on a 
wet surface; greater stability 
even in surge or rough water 
due to the sturdy construction 
and greater displacement. Dis­ 
placement is rated at 48 pounds 
per square foot or over 10 
pounds better than Naval re­ 
quirements.

An increase in the sea lion 
population, off the California 
coast from 8,700 in 1947 to 
19,700 today was reported by 
the Department of Fish and 
Game. 


At least 10 per cent of the 
increase, and possibly more, is 
due to the facts that pups were 
counted for the first time this 
year. 
In 1947, the photographic 
census takers, who made the 
count 
from 
a 
slow-moving 
blimp on loan from the U. S. 
Navy, were able to distinguish 
between pups and adults. Con­ 
sequently, only adults were 
enumerated because there is 
no predicting how many pups 
survive past their hazardous 
early days ashore until they 
are able to swim. 
Many of 
them are crushed to death by 
the 
ponderous 
and careless 
adults. 
This year the census was 
flown by fast plane, which was 
more efficient because the en­ 
tire count took only three days, 
compared to three to four 
weeks 
in 
1947. 
However, 
adults and pups could not be 
distinguished 
one 
from 
the 
other 
on 
the 
photographic 
prints; consequently all were 
counted as sea lions. 
Most of the population in­ 
crease occurred in the channel 
islands of Southern California 
where 
12,450 were counted, 
compared to 2,680 for the same 
area in 1947. 
Increase in Northern Califor­ 
nia over the 11-year period 
was only 2.000. The 1958 cen­ 
sus showed 7,000 sea lions, 
compared to 1947’s 5,000.

The California Department 
of Fish and Game’s twin-en- 
g i n e d 
Beechcraft 
recently 
dropped 100,000 kokanee sal­ 
mon fingerlings in Mendocino 
County’s new Coyote Valley 
reservoir. This was the first 
time that kokanees, the land­ 
locked little brothers of the 
northern sockeyes, have been 
stocked on the north coaSt. 
It was also the first time the 
DFG has stocked fish by air 
in Mendocino County. The fish 
were flown across the state 
from San Joaquin and Mocca­ 
sin Creek hatcheries in the 
department's plane, which is 
used 
primarily for stocking 
trout in high Sierra lakes. 


Kokanees 
are 
similar 
to 
trout in size and appearance, 
and prefer similar water condi- 
l tions. They are currently fur­ 
nishing good fishing in Donner 
and other Sierra lakes, in Lake 
Shasta, and in some Southern 
California waters. They are 
usually taken by trollers using 
worms and flashing attractor 
blades. 
Kokanees 
are 
particularly 
promising for fluctuating res­ 
ervoirs such as Coyote Valley, 
since they feed primarily on 
the microscopic plankton in 
the water, and do not depend 
on the insect life and other 
foods 
along 
the 
shoreline, 
which suffer as the water level 
drops. 
As with the other recent 
plant 
of 
400,000 
fingerling 
rainbow trout, some of the 
young kokanees will grow fast 
enough to furnish some fish­ 
ing during the coming season. 
But the 
main payoff from 
these two plants should come 
the following year. 
Meanwhile, fish from sev­ 
eral 
earlier -plants 
of rain­ 
bows and steelhead should be 
growing fast enough in the | 
new reservoir’s rich water to 
provide fishing by this sea­ 
son’s opening.

Says U.S. Won't 
Retreat In Face 


Of Red Threats 


WASHINGTON IUPD — Presi­ 
dent Eisenhow er held the way 
open today for a sum m er sum ­ 
m it m eeting with Soviet P re ­ 
m ier Nikita 
Khrushchev 
but 
stuck by his “ no re tre a t” stand 
on Berlin. 
The President, in a radio­ 
television report to the nation 
last night, said the Soviets have 
forced the United 
States to 
face the possibility of war. 
He said he would m ake “ev­ 
ery sincere effo rt” to achieve a 
peaceful Berlin s e t t l e m e n t 
through negotiation. However, 
he emphasized: 
“We will not retreat one 
inch from our duty. We shall 
continue 
to 
exercise 
our 
right of peaceful passage to 
and from W est Berlin.” 


Eisenhow er’s firm stand and 
willingness to negotiate at the 
sum m it got strong bipartisan 
support in Congress, but Dem­ 
ocrats questioned his defense 
policies. 
Both assistant Senate Demo­ 
cratic leader Mike Mansfield 
(Mont.) and Republican leader 
E verett D irksen (111.) praised 
the President for his offer to 
negotiate with the Russians on 
honorable and r e a s o n a b l e 
terms. 
But 
Mansfield 
and 
other 
Democrats m ade it clear they 
still doubt w hether U.S. defens­ 
es are adequate despite Eisen­ 
hower's charge that such claims 
“ are simply not true.” 
The chief executive’s agree­ 
ment to a sum m it conference 
was qualified. He refused to 
accept Russia’s original dead­ 
line of May 27 for the conver­ 
sion of West Berlin into a free 
city. He said, however, that 
the Soviet note of March 2 
pointed toward "negotiation on 
an improved basis.” 
“It is my hope that thereby 
all of us can reach agreem ent 
with the Soviets on an early 
meeting at the level of foreign 
m inisters,” he said, speaking 
from his office desk in the 
White House.

ENOUGH TO SCARE ANYBODY 
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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Irish Aren't Sending Their 
President Here For Naught 


Sure and it’s a lot of blarney and 
leprechaun talk you’ll be hearing today, 
but for all the likes of the fair city of 
Dublin and Killarney and the River 
Liffey and counties Meath and Cork, 
there’s a serious side to St. Patrick’s Day 
this year. 
It’s not for naught that the Irish are 
sending over their President and his 
lady to mark the special holiday for the 
Irish everywhere. 
For more than a year, the Irish have 
been wooing U.S. investors and tourists, 
and their campaign is beginning to pay 
off. For example, an estimated 55,000 
American tourists visited Eire last year, 
more than double the number four 
years earlier. Inauguration of Ireland’s 
own trans-Atlantic air service last April 
was a major factor in attracting Ameri­ 
cans. 
Ireland is on the lookout for U.S. 
industries, preferably light ones that 
would be run with Irish labor and man­ 
agement with the benefit of U.S. know­ 
how. Count Cyril McCormack, son of 
Ireland’s greatest tenor, representing 


the Irish Industrial Development Au­ 
thority here, is always ready to explain 
tax, wage and other advantages to U.S. 
enterprise. 
The whole west coast of the island has 
been designated a development area, 
where special concessions are being 
made to industry. The area around 
Shannon airport is being exploited as 
the first air age freeport. As the Devel­ 
opment Authority puts it, “a tax-free 
haven to which you can bring materials 
from anywhere for storage, manufac­ 
ture, processing, packaging, or other 
manipulation and pursue your trade 
with minimum formality.” 
Irish trade with the United States is 
picking up, too. Much credit for devel­ 
opment is given to the $146.2 million 
in Marshall Plan aid, including a free 
gift of about $18 million. 
An Irish-American couldn’t be elected 
President of the United States in 1928, 
but a lot of smart money says one could 
be in 1960, with or without a shamrock 
and a Kelly green topper. 


40 Years Ago A Force Was Born 


Just 40 years ago today, a three-day 
caucus adjourned in Paris. When the 
1,000 officers and enlisted men of 
World War I were through, the Ameri­ 
can Legion had been born. 
Looking back through the years we 
can remember its serious side, getting 
better things for the veterans. Its fun 
side, silly pranks and crazy parades. Its 
comradeship side, where men with com­ 


mon experiences and interests talked 
and maybe lied a little. And its patri­ 
otic side, standing up for Americans and 
the American Way. 
Now, another war and a police action 
later, it has been somewhat submerged 
in the overwhelming number of veter­ 
ans, who are now all around. Yet the 
Legion still wields a big sword. 
We wish it many happy returns of the 
day.

WASHINGTON (UPD — Any 
year now we (or more likely 
the Russians) will be shooting 
a space man 221,000 miles up 
to the moon. Yet we haven’t 
gotten around to sending any­ 
body seven miles down into 
the deepest hole in the ocean. 
And we don’t seem in any hur­ 
ry to do it. 
Man has been sailing since 
Noah. Yet here were some of 
our top sailors admitting to a 
House Merchant Marine sub­ 
committee they know “very 
little” about the seas t h a t 
cover two-thirds of our earth. 


SUBCOMMITTEE members 
were shocked at the news, and 
not too hopeful on what they 
could do about it. 
“You can get billions of dol­ 
lars to explore outer space,” 
moaned chairman George P. 
Miller (D-Calif.). “But we’ll 
have a hard time getting mil­ 
lions to explore o u r ow n 
oceans.” 
What prompted M i l l e r ’ s 
peering into the depths was 
a recent warning from the Na­ 
tional Academy of Sciences. 
The scientists said with mis­ 
sile subs and the like the seas 
now are more crucial than 
space in safeguarding o u r 
country. National survival may 
hinge on what we don’t know 
about our oceans, they said. 


WE ARE BETTER acquaint­ 
ed with the surface of the 
moon than with the depths of 
our seas, the scientists said. 
Though we can direct satel­ 
lites into orbit around the sun, 
we still can’t navigate sub­ 


marines under water with cer­ 
tain knowledge just w h e r e 
they are. Nor can we count on 
spotting an enemy’s subs. 
Vice Adm. A. C. Richmond, 
commandant of the C o a s t 
Guard.-and C. R. Denison, re­ 
search chief for the Mari­ 
time Administration, confirm­ 
ed the worst of what the sci­ 
entists said. 
“We know very little about 
the sea,” Richmond told the 
subcommittee. “What we do 
know is most superficial.” 
“We must depend for basic 
research on other agencies,” 
said Denison “And when we 
go to them for information, 
often it isn’t there.” 


MILLER HINTED d a r k l y 
that the Russians, already 
boasting a lead in space, may 
also be pulling ahead under 
the sea. He produced, from 
the Library of Congress, six 
volumes on ocean research 
which he said were published 
in Russia in the past half 
dozen years. 
All were in Russian. He did­ 
n’t know what they said. 
«Miller is a member also of 
the house space committee, 
which has been drawing good 
crowds to its hearings in the 
big house caucus room. The 
merchant marine subcommit­ 
tee met in the smallest hear­ 
ing room in the house office 
building. But it was no prob­ 
lem at all getting a seat. 
“Shooting off into space is 
exciting,” said Miller, sadly. 
“Nobody seems to care much 
about what they can’t see un­ 
der the ocean.”

A couple of months ago, it 
Wife announced that a course 
in caring ‘ for handicapped 
children would be offered one 
night a week for six weeks to 
Marin students of high school 
ago. Sponsoring agency was 
the United Cerebral Palsy af­ 
filiate in Marin. 
Directors of the agency 
frankly expected a mere hand­ 
ful would volunteer for the in­ 
struction. They were all wrong 
The response far exceeded 
their fondest expectations. 
Seventy high school , stu­ 
dents inquired a b o u t t h e 
course and 48 actually enroll­ 
ed. This was too many for one 
class, so it was split up — 
Monday nights at San Rafael 
High and Tuesday nights at 
Tamalpais High in Mill Valley. 


THE USUAL experience at 
such classes is for the number 
of students to dwindle gradu­ 
ally to a dedicated few. But 
this time, lo and behold, the 
situation was reversed. The 
course, which ends tomorrow, 
now has an enrollment of 57. 
So enthusiastic are the teen- 
aged enrollees, they now want 
their high schools to start full 
semester courses in the care 
of handicapped youngsters. 
“Many feel this has given 
them a springboard for work 
later on,” said Robert E. Fos­ 
ter of Mill Valley, the instruc­ 
tor. “They really want to help 
these unfortunate children.” 
The course has covered the 
care of not only cerebral palsy 
victims, but also the deaf, 
blind, crippled and mentally 
retarded. 


FIRST FRUITS of the in­ 
struction will be felt by the 
parents of youngsters suffer­ 
ing from these afflictions. Fos­ 
ter said they have great dif­ 
ficulty obtaining baby sitters. 
They’ll have less trouble 
from now on, for students 
completing the special coursd 
will form the nucleus of an 
expert 
babysitting 
service. 
The students’ names will be 
furnished to all agencies serv­ 
ing the needs of handicapped 
children. 


Foster said Dr. Malvern S. 
Dorinson of Ross, consultant 
to United Cerebral Palsy affil­ 
iates throughout th e B ay 
Area, is so pleased about the 
Marin course he wants to have 
one started in San Francisco. 
Foster’s regular job, incident­ 
ally, is instructing cerebral 
palsy victims at Sonoma State 
Hospital. 
At a time when teen-agers 
as a group are taking their 
lumps for the few who com­ 
mit acts of delinquency, it is 
heartening to find 57 Marin 
youngsters dedicated to help­ 
ing kids less fortunate than 
themselves.

FIELD DAY FOR SPIES 
Codes, Forged Papers 
Abound In Frankfort

FRANKFURT, Germany (UPD 
— The writer of spy thrillers 
could have a field day here. 
Coded 
names, 
telephone 
calls from untraceable public 
booths, forged documents — 
They’re almost a part of daily 
life here on the fringe of the 
Iron Curtain where the Com­ 
munists pay for information 
about western defenses. 
Some of these cases, when 
the spies are caught, f i n d 
their way on to court records. 
Ed Beller is the U n i t e d 
Press International editor in 
Frankfurt. As with any news­ 
man here, part of his job is 
to run these stories down and 
to report them when they can 
be told without involving west­ 
ern security. 
He was remembering a few 
the other night. 


SINCE LAST October, Ger­ 
man counter-intelligence has 
arrested dozens of persons on 
charges of “treasonable ties to 
a foreign power.” 
Most of them involve north­ 
ern defenses along the stra­ 
tegic Baltic Sea where Rus­ 
sian submarines abound and 
in an area especially sensitive 
to the Russians because of 
their work on rocketry. 
Last October, intelligence 
picked up a pilot in the Ger­ 
man Naval Air Force. He had 
been leader of a squadron of 
what is reported to be NATO’s 
most versatile anti-sub de-- 
fenses — the turbo-prop “Gan- 
net” planes packed with se­ 
cret electronic equipment. 


IN DECEMBER, intelligence 
picked up the editor of an in­ 
formation service. He supplied 
a popular service on Com- 
munist-block navies, but the 
intelligence service said that 
was only a front for espionage 
against the West. 
In January, they picked up 


a private pilot, his wife and 
a photographer. T h e y h ad 
been using a surplus British 
World War II airplane to take 
pictures of ships, ports and 
bridges. The going price was 
said to be $125 a picture. 


Also in January, another 
information service editor was 
picked up. He was accused of 
playing both sides against the 
middle — a double agent. 


THE BATTLE being waged 
by West German counter-in­ 
telligence is mostly a silent 
one. 
The news of these arrests, if 
it comes out at all, comes 
slowly and is confirmed only 
after inquiry. 


Last month, 60-year-old Carl 
Helfmann was sentenced to 
four and a half years in prison 
by the federal court at Karls­ 
ruhe. 


He confessed he had work­ 
ed for the Communist East 
Germans for five years. He 
also claimed he had worked 
for the Americans art of that 
time as a double agent. The 
Karlsruhe court did not press 
the latter point. 
Helfmann specialized in for­ 
eign and economics intelli­ 
gence, transmitting d o c u - 
ments from the foreign office 
and the federal economics 
ministry. 


THERE WAS romance in 
the Helfmann case, after a 
fashion. 
Helfmann told the court he 
insured the loyalty of his fe­ 
male assistants by keeping 
them in love with him. 
The prosecution asked for a 
comparatively light sentence 
in his case because they said 
his quick confession enabled 
them to arrest many Commun­ 
ist agents. But neither names 
nor numbers have been re­ 
vealed.
